from

of defeat drew a declaration from 
President Truman today that he 
didn’t think the Japanese would 
have a chance. 
Furthermore, 
production 
con­ 
tinues on the atomic bomb which 
helped 
clinch 
Japanese 
defeat, 
Mr. Truman told a news confer­ 
ence without making any threat. 
Washington 
has 
been 
giving 
close attention to Tokyo broad­ 
casts to the effect that Japan has 
lost but ifs temporary and that 
she will have to 
reinforce 
the 
points where she was w eak—in 
materials and scientific knowledge 
and equipment. 
Then there is Japan’s delay in 
issuing 
and 
putting into effect 
“cease fire orders.” 
Tokyo said 
Emperor 
Hirohito 
told 
General 
Douglas MacArthur it would take 
12 days for the orders to reach 
all troops. 
The president noted that there 
are 
at 
least 2.OQO.O0O Japanese 
still fully armed and said he could 
i proclaim V-J day only when sur­ 
render terms have been signed and 
implemented. 
Congress, 
he 
hoped, could go 
along with plans to use atomic 
force in the long run for the bene­ 
fit of the world instead of for de­ 
struction. 
Bomb Gets Credit 
Britain’s former prime minister, 
Winston Churchill, told Commons 
today that “it is to this atomic 
bomb, more than any other fac­ 
tor, that we may ascribe the sud­ 
den and speedy ending of the war 
against Japan.” 
Col. Franklin T. Matthias, di­ 
rector of the atomic bomb plant 
at Richland. Wash., said its 5,000 
workers “will produce until or­ 
dered to quit.” 
Once surrender becomes effec­ 
tive, 
the 
president 
said, 
there 
probably will be no zones of occu­ 
pation in Japan. Probably troops 
of all the Allies will be used, un ­ 
der the direction of MacArthur. 
No time limit has been set for 
occupation of either Germany or 
Japan, Mr. Trum an said. It de­ 
pends on how well the people re­ 
habilitate themselves along demo­ 
cratic ways of life. 
Mr. T rum an’s only announce­ 
ment was that he had proclaimed 
next Sunday a day of prayer, to 
give thanks for victory and seek 
guidance “to a lasting and just 
peace and to a better world.”

early

President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minster Mac­ 
kenzie King of Canada united the 
tw'o nations in a joint defense plan 
that recognized no international 
boundary. 
At one time 51 barrage balloons 
floated over the locks through 
which passed more than 300,000,- 
000 tons of iron ore in the past 
four years. The noses of 48 anti­

city of 15,000 normal population. 
Precautions Disappear 
On guard were 12.000 soldiers 
and officers, stationed here and in 
the Canadian City of Sault Ste. 

There were units from in­ 
fantry, anti-aircraft, military po­ 
lice, chemical warfare, ordnance, 
FBI, WAC, and Army and Navy 
intelligence. 
The area was declared a mili­
